■We subjoin a sketch of the career of this 
'distinguished artist, from the "Season:" ■ 

"Madame Louisa Kapp-Young is of En- 
glish family. At an early age she was 
brought to Germany, and , having shown a 
great taste and aptitude for music was placed 
by her friends' in the conservatoire o.f Vienna, 
Where she received a thorough musical edu- 
cation, studying under the first professor of 
that conservatoire. . Her carrying out of her 
original idea of going on the stage was frus- 
trated by her early marriage with Mr. Gilbert 
Kapp, Counsellor of State to the Court of 
Austria. On his death, however, shortly 
after their marriage, she resumed her inten- 
tion of following a career of art, and gave 
some concerts at Vienna. Her success in 
these was so great that she was invited to 
sing at nearly every Court in Germany. The 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg, brother-in-law of the 
Queen of England, himself a compos r of 
merit, gave her letters to the English Court, 
where she sang before the Queen and was re- 
ceived with great kindness by the Koyal 
family and nobility. She made her debut on 
the stage shortly after, at' the Court Theatre 
at Munich, in Halevi's opera, "La' Juive," 
witb so marked a success, that fha deter- 
mined to abandon the concert-room for the 
stage, and set 'herself to study diligently, 
and to oreate herself a repertoire for herself. 
Her next appearance was at the Court Thea- 
tre, Hanover, where she sang in " Robert le 
Diable," "Freyschutz," and "Nozze di 
Figaro." She was afterward engaged at 
Vienna, which place she left in consequence 
of the death of her mother, and went to 
Italy to recruit her health; while there she 
studied for the Italian stage. She made her 
debut shortly afterward, at La Scala, Milan, 
in Meyerbeer's " Huguenots," with im- 
mense sucpess. Devoting herself now to the 
Italian opera exclusively, she crea f ed the 
part of Selika, in "L'Africaine," at Parma. 
She was deolared to be one of the best repre- 
sentatives of that charaoter on the stage. 
She sang also in the operas " Bobert le Dia- 
ble," "Un Ballo Maschera," "Don Gio- 
vanni," "Ernani," etc. Her last engage- 
ment was at the Russian Court Theatre, in 
Moscow; on her return to Italy she was en- 
gaged by Mr. Maretzek for New York. On 
the. 3d of September last, she assisted at the 
great festival of the Bepublic of St. Marino, 
given on the occasion of erecting a statue to 
Guido Monaco, -the inventor of the seven 
musical tones 700 years ago. At this festival 
she was decreed a gold medal and two 
diplomas, and two silver medals.
